At the same time he presented' a set 
01 resolutions to the olfect that there 
was a necessity, ot a strong and elli- 
cK.'iit second, chamber.. for. the -well-be- 
ing of'the. state;? that euch-'a-chamher 
would best : be •obtalnable"by tho re- 
lorm and reconstitution of the House 
ot Xjords, and that a necessary pre- 
liminary to sucli reform and 
reconstitution-' was the acceptance of 
the prlnclple.%that the: possession j of ra. 
peerage , In Itself should-.notfjlonger- af- 
ford the right to 'sltianUvsvotei ln'-tho 
House of Lords. , 
■ Lord Rosebery, i,deolared-".- thatf tho 
time : had comevyifor -'a' reform' . ifrom 
Avlthln, wlthq^t -jvaltlng for tho gov- 
ernment to"" carry out its pfoposals to 
hamstring the peers and so emusciilatc 
the Hoitse of Lords it would become 
no better than a iiainted chamber 
in which no .self-respecting ijcr.sou 
would care to sjt.

- , The:,'House of Lords , adjourned tho 
debate after a dlscussionv,'..whlch2 :re-,. 
vealed . marked dltferencesi of-v oplnion 
as to the value of Lord Rosebery'a, 
proposal. Viscount Morlev expressed 
surprise that Lord Roscberv had not 
waited for the I'overunient s propos- 
als, and iiointod out that Lord Rose- 
bory's ])lan of reform would entirely 
fall" to remove the possibility of future 
deadlocks arising between the two 
houses, whlQli was tho reul dilliculiy 
to bo solved. 

An interesting phase of tho political 
situation todav was Premier : Asqulth's.,,, 
announcement in tho House of Com- 
mons that the budget would be re- 
introduced and dlsi)oscd ot before the 
iHouSe rises for the spring recess. The 
announcement revived political specu- 
lation in the lobblcg.

The ques- 
tion has riot ^snfflclently developed to 
enable any one to speak with conti- 
dence as to the value of any of tlie 
liroxjosed changes; but it is one of 
gret^t 'interest jand.

& C H I N A; AWAKE N I NgC^ 

There is a steady movement in 
China towards con.stitutlonal govern- 
ment. It is true tli.nt (Miinese scnolars 
say their country had this two or three 
thousand years ago and concluded to 
abandon it, but be this as it may, the 
people have apparently determined to 
experiment with It again. But this is 
only one of several tilings llial show 
China to be awakening. The assertion 
of authority over Tibet is a step that 
Indicates the presence of a new .spirit 
In the Pekin government. The stand 
taken in regard to Manchurlnn rail- 
ways also shows that China expects 
to bo reckoned with hereafter in all 
matters relating to l-'.asteni Asia. The 
.statenn.'Ut is freely made that \\ar 
with Kussia is in contemplation, ljut 
we are unwilling to believe that the 
Yehow Kingdom will be the aggressor 
In that or any other cane. Chinese 
policy seems to b<' one of passivity. 
She eiuleavor.s to carry out certain 
lines of poHcy. but has not tile least 
intention of beginning a flglit with 
any,, one over any question whatever. 
It seirib o'tllfer power thinks it worth 
■while to attack her. she; will resist, 
and the time has ir.inc by when her 
resistance could be reKarde<l as a ne.g- 
]il)le (luantity. None of us can hope to 
realize what the effect upon the world 
-will be when China gets thoroughly 
aroused to a. sense of her own power. 
Not only does she jiossess a \'a.st 
population, but her n.-:tural resources 
oro beyond coinprehenaion.

WANTED, A BUDGET 

A strong agitation in favor of a 
Budget is springing up in the United 
States.^ Perhaps it may bo well to 
explain what is meant by this. At 
liresont in the United States no per- 
son is charged with the duty of pre- 
senting to Con.gress an estimate of the 
probable income for tlie year or sug- 
gesting what expenditures ought to be 
provided for. The receipts are rougTi- 
ly calculated, but the expenditure Is 
not framed to correspoiul with them. 
Tile (/aliiTifl says what it nreds, the 
Presldeiu makes recommendations; 
tlie llou.se of Itepiesentatives adds' to 
or subtracts from those demands, and 
last of all the Senate has, its say.* The 
result is that no one In particular Is 
responsible for anythln.g, and of late 
years tlie outgo has ranged consider- 
ably above the income. Lately tlic 
Secretary, of thO; . Treasury, has been 
charged With the duty ot .making up 
some, sort of a preliminary estimate 
of what must be voteia, but no ono 
feels bound by It. They have a pro- 
cess In the United States Congres.s 
that used to bo called log-rolling. If 
one appropriation ^toi^of througli, 
of itself.' two or, tlirecr ot; more'- may. bb' 
goti'-thrpiigh togithe^ ttiiia; tlio 

Treasury is at''' the ihercy of combin- 
ations of members. Necessity is felt 
for a change, and the idea that some 
responsible person shall be charged 
with the preparation of<a Budget is 
gaining ground rapidly; The weak- 
ness of the Budget system, when ap- 
plied to the United States, la that 
there is nothing in that country 
corresponding to our rule that 
money votes must be proposed by the 
Crown,.' and there nothing .resembl- 
ing Oiir system of responsible govern- 
ment. If Congress saw fit to ignore 
the Budget, uothin.g could be done 
about it, for tliero is no provision in 
the Constitution providing for the re- 
signation of a Cabinet because of a 
hostile . vote of;;jcongross, or for an ap- 
peal to the people except at stated 
times. 1'he United States Constitu- 
tion was drawn up by men who did 
not understand parliamentary govern- 
ment a.s we have it today, and for the 
very good reason that such a form of 
government had only then recently 
come into existence in Great Britain, 
and its working was very imperfectly 
understood Ity any one. Neverlliele.'is 
we think the adoption of the lUidget 
system would serve a u.scful i)urpose I 
in the United States. It would serve ; 
as a gruide to the two Houses of Con 
gress, if for nothing else.

If 
the Chinese be ordered deported after 
his Imprisonment, tho steamer will be 
liable for the expense of his deporta- 
tion to China.

VICTORIA HARBOR 



Minister of Public Works Tells cf Con- 
templated Purchase of Lobnita 
Rock Crushers 



Two I,obnitz rock crushing vessels 
are to be ordered by tho marine and 
fisheries department for use in Vic- 
toria liarbor, an elevator dredge for 
work in Vancouver narrows at a cost 
of $275,000 without the duty and in- 
creased staffs are to bo employed in 
Victoria harbor, where It Is proposed 
to remove considerable rock and widen 
the harbor. Speaking in reference to 
the work of harbor Improvement jiro- 
posed at A'ictoria and Vancouver, the 
minister ot public works, Hon. Mr. 
Pugsley, said the two Lobnltz rock 
crushers would be used first in Vic- 
toria harbor, and then takea to Van- 
couver for the ramoval of Parthia 
shoal and other necessary work in the 
narrows. The minister said: "A new 
elevator dredge is required costing 
$135,000. and w'O .require a casoline 
launch for use on the Thompson river 
by the assiotant resideiit onglneor 
estimated to cost $5,000. .Then we 
want a drilling plant for Victoria har- 
bor, $30,000. We shall have to increase 
this vote largely. Improvements are 
very urgently required In Victoria har- 
bor, and we want to' make them 
more rapidly, Tliese Improvements are 
required »b5?.<*eaflon of the Grand Trunk 
Paclfieiijavlhg determined to build a 
wharf Ih Victoria harbor. They have 
ttiipUed to the department for approval 
of the location of it, and -It. Is' going to 
very seriously Interfere with other 
steamers coming In . unless we can 
widen the harbor. We will find it ne- 
cessary to do a considerable . amount 
of rock blasting and also a consider- 
able amount of dredging. We liavo 
now In contemplation, the, purchasing 
of two I^obnltz .r rock .' breakers. We 
propose operating .bbth ;0t them, and 
also having double "shifts in order to 
get through with the \york as rapidly 
as we can; The work is" most urgently 
needed;-.by-..jreason of the increased 
number, ,of ' steamers that are going to 
Victoria* ■harboi'. There are steamers 
runnlh'g between Seattle and A^lcloria. 
between Vancouver and A'ictoria, be- 
tween Prince Hupert and A'ictoria, and 
the number Is to be supplemented by 
the steamers that have lately been ac- 
quired by the Grand Trunk Pacific. 
Therefore, we shall have to ask prob- 
ably a little later on for a consider- 
able increase in tills vote. Then, in 
regard also to A'aneouver harbor, wo 
shall rctiuire a very considerable In- 
ttrease. AVe have had a very careful 
survey nuub; of the entance to Van- 
couver harbor, or what Is known as 
tho first narrows, and we propose to 
do a very important and very neces- 
sary work la the iininediatc future, 
namely: the widening of the channel 
to about l.llOO feet. This work is go- 
ing to cost us probably $400,000. AVe 
will renulro* a dredge having jiectiliar 
features to do that work most expedi- 
tiously and econoniicalli-. The dredge 
■whlcli -the engineer recommends is one 
or the elevator variety. 

'J'he dredge will probably be built in 
England. In this regard Hon. 3,Ir. 
Pugsley said: "I am Inclined to think 
that we shall find it most advantage- 
ous to purchase that dredtro in tho old 
country, because these dredges are not 
ordinarily built in Canada. I do not 
know of any elevator dredfre built in 
Canada except tlie 'I'ieUiiiu;.' Tlio
